Claims 1 and 3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
allowable over the references of record because none of these references discloses or 
can be combined to yield the claimed invention which includes an element dividing 
region of a second conductivity type, the element dividing region being formed in the 
photoelectric conversion layer, the element dividing region dividing the photoelectric 
conversion layer into a first photoelectric conversion region a second photoelectric 
conversion region, and a third photoelectric conversion region along the semiconductor 
substrate wherein the first to third conversion regions are arranged in a direction parallel 
to the substrate, and wherein the second surface side region and the second substrate 
side region are completely separated from each other by means of the second dividing 
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region; and wherein the third surface side region and the third substrate side region are 
completely separated from each other by means of the third dividing region.
